Probers Writing A Report Which Will Shock America 


WASHINGTON, March 28— 
The Kefauver Crime Investi­ 
gating Committee’s final 
re­ 
port, being written today, will 
present to the American peo­ 
ple a terrifying picture of a 
powerful underworld 
govern­ 
ment operating in the Cnited 
States 
The report will offer shock­ 
ing evidence that the 
secret, 
criminal government’s sinister 
power is 
made 
p o s s i b l e 
through 
an 
unholy 
alliance 
with politics. 
The final report is based on 
ten months of intensive work 


by the committee and the test­ 
imony of more than 500 witnes­ 
ses, including some of the na­ 
tion’s leading mobsters. 
The committee’s conclusions 
are founded on thousands of 
pages of testimony taken 
in 
public and executive sessions 
in key American cities. 
The record proves 
conclus­ 
ively, the 
committee 
insists, 
that at least two major crime 
syndicates exist in the Cnited 
States, with headquarters 
in 
Chicago and New 
York 
re­ 
spectively. 
The 
committee 
again 
will 
emphasize, as it has in inter­ 


im reports, the corrupting in­ 
fluence of 
the 
crime 
syndi­ 
cates’ operations on public of­ 
ficials and law enforcement of­ 
ficers. 
It will show how politics in 
New York City and other large 
American cities is dominated 
by underworld Influ e n c e s— 
how judges and 
other osten­ 
sibly respected officials in re­ 
ality owe their positions to the 
mobsters. 
It will show' that no city in 
America is safe from this un­ 
derworld “ terror” 
g o v e r n - 
ment, enforced with murder, 


bribery, intimidation and 
all 
forms of violence. 
It will show that policemen 
and highly respected officials 
in some instances are active 
partners in the criminal con­ 
spiracy. 
It will show that the corrupt­ 
ing influence has been found 
on all government 
levels— lo­ 
cal, state 
and 
federal—with 
the result that the arch crimi­ 
nals are seemingly immune to 
law. 
The committee 
report will 
emphasize and weigh the sen­ 
sational testimony in the re­ 
cent New York 
public 
hear­ 


ings. revealing that Frank Cos­ 
tello, the underworld 
power, 
for years has influenced elec­ 
tions. 
Senator Estes Kefauver, (D) 
Tenn., 
committee 
chairman, 
also has announced 
that the 
final report will comment on 
several obvious cases of per­ 
jury in the 
New York testi­ 
mony. 
In every city investigated by 
the Senate 
group, the same 
pattern has been found. It is 
a pattern of crime syndicate 
operations, of territories allo­ 
cated to gangsters and of con­ 


nivance 
with 
local 
enforce­ 
ment agencies. 
The evidence exposes the op­ 
erations of 
Costello 
and 
his 
lieutenant. Joe Adonis, whom 
the committee 
describes 
as 
bosses of the eastern crime 
syndicate. 
It describes how the C apone 
mob seized control of the luc­ 
rative racing wire service to 
dominate the book m a k i n g 
racket. 
It shows that the crime syn­ 
dicates engage in all forms of 
illegal activity, but 
that the 
principal source of revenue is 
gambling. The estimated take 


is $20 billion annually. 
The evidence also paints 
a 
chilling 
picture 
of 
how 
the 
arch crim inals have invaded 
legitimate business, buying up 
hotels, office buildings, liquor 
companies and many other en­ 
terprises as “ fronts.” 
The com m ittee evolved its 
“ mosaic of c rim e ” in hearings 
in New York, Chicago, Wash­ 
ington. Kansas City, St. Louis, 
Philadelphia, 
Detroit. 
Cleve­ 
land. Tam pa, Miami. Los An­ 
geles, San Francisco and Las 
Vegas.

Republican Senate leaders today 
levelled shaip criticism at the 
Trum an adm inistration 
for in­ 
structing 
Gen.

$1.6 Billion Food Subsidy 
Seen Curb To Price Zoom

WASHINGTON. M a r c h 28— 
High adm inistration officials dis­ 
closed today that a food subsidy 
program costing $10 billion 
a 
y ear is under consideration in 
the battle to halt inflation. 
The officials said the proposed 
plan calls for paym ent of subsi­ 
dies sufficient to enable the Of­ 
fice 
of 
Price 
Stabilization 
to 
clam p rigid ceilings on food, and 
'.hus erase the m ajor factor in 
rising living costs. 
The 
food 
subsidy 
program 
cam e up for consideration as the 
OPS prepared to issue its long- 
promised order establishing per­ 
centage m arkups for “ dry groc­ 
eries.*’ 
The m arkup order is expected 
tonight. It will be in three part* 
—setting up percentage m argins 
.over cost for chain stores, inde- 


; pendent 
grocers 
and 
whole- 
; salers. Most grocery items, with 
the exception of fresh vegetable^ 
and m eats will be affected. 
Meanwhile, OPS predicted that 
dollars and cents ceilings on beef 
and pork cuts are expected by 
the middle of next month. 
The subsidy program would be 
patterned after 
one 
in 
effect 
during World War II, when $4 24 I 
billion were paid out by the Ag­ 
riculture D epartm ent 
and 
the 
Reconstruction Finance Corp. to , 
perm it the Office of Price Ad­ 
m inistration to hold the line on 
food prices. 
The food subsidy proposal is 
believed *o have been discussed j 
in recent cabinet m e e t i n g s . 
Some top-ranking 
officials 
are 
said to feel that it offers the one 
outstanding prospect for halting 
soaring food cost*. 


These officials state that, ac­ 
cording to some studies m ade, 
adoption of I* subsidy program 
such as 
that 
proposed 
w’ould 
m ake it possible to hold the cost 
of living index for a year. This, 
they contend, w'ould bring infla­ 
tion under control. 
Advocates assert also that, if 
inflation could be halted through 
a subsidy 
program , 
it 
would 
save the government huge sums 
by checking the rise in prices of 
weapons, m ilitary supplies and 
food. They recall that the World 
War II subsidy plan enabled the 
Arm y to save $250 million a year 
on food alone. 
Another 
argum ent 
advanced 
is that Labor will not participate 
in an effective wage stabilization 
program 
unless 
some way 
is 
found to stabilize living costs.

The remaining IO cents in a 
pack of cigarets is split up be­ 
tween 
cigaret 
manufacturers, 
middlemen and state and city 
taxes. 
Tobacco is the only agricultur­ 
al commodity popular with gov­ 
ernment tax collectors—it is the 
only farm commodity that is 
taxed. 
The U. S. collects more than 
$1 billion from cigaret imposts, 
state 
and 
local 
governments 
take another one-half billion. In 
1950, 
direct federal and 
state 
taxes amounted to about $1.8 bil­ 
lion. 
Legislators meet objections to 
heavy taxes on cigaret., because, 
♦ hey feel, smoking is not a ne­ 
cessity, it 'i l l s in the luxury 
class with such things as liquor 
ard furs.

Although modern-day teachers 
are expected to watch their be­ 
havior both in school and

e r s ’ activities about 75 y e a r s 
ago.
